MAY LICENSE JHE JOINTS 


Muskogee, Okla , Dec. 11.—The Du-

ers at not lesb than $100 per mouth, 
and the indications -now are that the 
amount will be placed as high Ha 
$200. 
While the city officials 
will 


in no manner agree to afford 
tne 


saloon keepers any protection, they 
still will insist that as long as they 
remain open and do business they 
must contribute to the support of 
the city. The officials will see to it 
that the joints which fall to pay 
the license and other places nihere 
the disreputable are allowed to con- 
gregate are suppressed and the po- 
lice department will bend its efforts 
toward suppressing the places which, 
are obnoxious.
